Birmingham acknowledged that the 
oder wae easily distinguishable from 
that of other explosives. Birmingham 
also visited the tent house, he testi- 
fied, soon after the explosion, and 
‘found what he considered unmistak- 
able ovidence of a dynamite explosion. 

Riley after Birmingham’s testimony 
was cross-examined, there were numer- 
Ous tilts between Riley. who proved a 
belligerent witness, and Attorney Lep- 
po. However, Riley stuck to his story 
and insisted Dr. Burke had \secured 
_dynemite at he Kanaka Peak Mine 
and had there secured instructions for 
using it.

CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—[ Exclusive Dis 
patch.} Rendered desperate by deser- 
tions from their ranks and by reduced 
contributions to the strike ‘funds, 
pickets employed by the garment 
Workers now on strike are resorting 
te the most despicable methods of re- 
venge. 

Today the siuggers began using 
deadly acid in their attacks. Edward 
Olson, aged 55, a tailor who refused to 
go on strike, was attacked by a group 
of pickets who threw acid in his face 
and eyes, binding him. Because of 
this fact, he was unable to recognize 
his assailants or give any description 
of them. There is scant hope that Ol- 
ons assailants will be apprehended. 

It is claimed that fully six hundred 
strikers returned to work today, and 
the manufacturers say they have hun- 
dreda of applications from former em- 
ployees, temporarily working in de- 
partment stores during the holidays, 
Dut who will return as soon as the 
is over.

TALES OF SUFFERING 
IN PHILADELPHIA FIRE,

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 22.—Fourteen 
firemen and policemen, according to 
the latest count, are known to have 
been killed, and more than forty in- 
jured, so severely that they are in hos- 
pitals as the result of the collapse early 
today of the walls of the burning five- 
story factory of David Friedlander, | 
dealer in leather remnants, at No. 
1116 to 1120 Bodine street. | 

The ice-bound ruins still contain the 
body of Charles. Edleman, who is 
known to be dead, and possibly the 
bodies of several other firemen who are 
reported missing. 

William Glazier, who was held fast 
in the ruins for more than thirteen 
hours, is in a hospital suffering from 
pneumonia, but physicians have hopes 
of saving his life. 

Pinned beneath an immense tron 
girder, Glazier exhibited great forti- 
tude and endurance. When he was 
found alive, held down by tons of de- 
bris, physicians wanted to amputate 
his legs to remove him. He protested, 
saying, “I'll get out all right in plenty 
of time. What good would I be with- 
out my legs? I would rather trust tos 
the boys getting this junk away.“

The crime of which he is accused 
is that of having committed a statu- 
tory offense upon a temporarily de- 
mented girl who had been entrusted 
to his care by her employers, pend- 
ing the time of her recovery from the 
mental affliction.

establishment. The latter, called | 
Rappella Botillier, aged 13 yvars, has 
told the police of his brutality on at 
least a dozen occasions. 

The principal victim of McGivern is 
Miss Emily Allen, a beautiful girl of 
2%. Until about ten months age she 
was a cierk in the employ of one of 
the large down-town department 
Stores where her v. modest 
demeanor and sunny disposition wor 
her many friends. 


Rather less than a year ago she met 
with an accident in the elevator shaft | 
and received ‘bruises about the head | 
— rendered her mentally irrespon- 
8 8. 

She had no relatives in the city 
and, as soon as it became evident that 
she was incapacitated for work, the 
managers of the store at once volun- 
teered to care for her until she re- 
covered. McGivern appears to have 
been well recommended, and the girl 
was entrusted to his care. * 

The actual facts ulleged to have 
followed have been difficult to asccr- 
tain because, even in her flighty con- 
dition, the girl can scarcely be 
brought to speak of her pitiful plight. 

She has admitted that on three oc- 
casions McGivern savagely choked 
and abused her in order to force her 
to submit to him. Soe much is verified 
by the statements of lodgers at Me- 
Givern’s place, who surmised that the 
girl was being roughly handled. 

The Botiller girl's story is, however, 
perfectly straightforward, and the 
authorities base much of their belief 
as to McGivern's character upon it. 

During the past few weeks the girl's 


that she had been misused and the 
state of affairs became so evident that 
a. report was made to the police and to 
the Humane Society in order that she 
might be given protection. Detective 
McNamara was assigned to the case, 
and the results of his investigations 
were sufficiently conclusive to war- 
rant a much more searching inquiry.

INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS. 


“Gold ahn,“ a material used in the 
manufacture of gilt braids, ornaments, 
trimmings, etc., is made of copper wire 
on which has been deposited a brass 
coating. Generally stated, its manu- 
facture consists in heating raw zinc 
in cast-iron retorts until it is reduced 
to a heavy zinc vapor. The copper rod 
or wire is then introduced into the re- 
itort and heated to a temperature of 
900 degrees to 1020 degrees C. on the 
outer parts of the copper. At this tem- 
perature the zinc vapor combines with 
the heated copper, producing the de- 
sired result. e copper is allowed to 
remain in the retort until the brass 

coating attains the desired thickness, 

The desired luster is then produced 
by burnishing and polishing during or 
after the drawing process. The brass 
coating follows the wire during the 
drawing process, which is the same as 
that * for the ordinary drawn 
wire. e brass coating must be made 
thicker or thinner in accordance with 
the degree of fineness to which the wire 
istobedrawn.
